Kansas City, five in St. Louis, four 
in St. Joseph and three in Sedalia, 
and their resources, 
alone,

MR. WILSON AND THE ADMINIS­ 
TRATION. 
Mr. Louis 
Siebold, 
a Washington 
correspondent 
of 
the 
New 
York 
World, who has long been very close 
to former President Wilson, sends to 
his newspaper an exceedingly inter­ 
esting article bearing upon Mr. Wil­ 
son's attitude to the 
foreign 
policy 
adopted by the Harding 
administra­ 
tion. In this article Mr. Siebold says: 
“Friends who 
have 
recently dis­ 
cussed international matters with Mr. 
Wilson, while not attempting to re­ 
flect his personal opinions, have come 
away with certain 
definite 
impres­ 
sions. 
The most important of these is 
that the Harding administration, by 
recognizing the authority of the allied 
supreme council, has actually involved 
the United States in foreign entangle­ 
ments much more menacing to Amer­ 
ican interests than would have result­ 
ed from the 
ratification 
of the Ver­ 
sailles Treaty by the Senate. 
. 
. 
“During the last campaign the for­ 
mer president expressed the hope that 
“the United States would not surren­ 
der a fruitful leadership for a barren 
independence. 
There is very excel­ 
lent reason to justify 
the 
statement 
that Mr. Wilson and the men who 
agreed with him believe that Secre­ 
tary of State Hughes has 
done pre­ 
cisely that thing. 
“They are understood to hold that 
in taking part in the deliberations of 
the Council the Harding administra­ 
tion invited proper criticism from the 
irreconcilable senators that the United 
States has become involved in foreign 
entanglements of a more serious na­ 
ture than would have resulted from a 
ratification of the Versailles Treaty.” 
To most of the supporters of the 
Wilson policies this attitude on the 
part of the former president will bring 
surprise. 
Most of them have hailed 
with satisfaction the course which the 
Harding 
administration 
is 
taking. 
They have been thoroughly aware of 
course, that it is a make-shift policy, 
and that it is a poor substitute for rat­ 
ification of the Treaty and entrance 
into the League of Nations, but it has 
seemed to them to be as good a sub­ 
stitute as is now practicable. 
Fur­ 
thermore, they have regarded it as a 
first step in a progress 
the 
end of 
which must be virtually membership 
in the League— under another name, 
perhaps, and revised in certain par­ 
ticulars. 
Support for this view is found in

course Senator Reed of this state has 
denounced 
it as a violation 
of the 
pledge given the voters during the last 
campaign. 
The republican bitterend­ 
ers are said to have been astonished 
and dismayed at it, declaring that it is

doctrines of foreign 
policy 
which they maintain, were rejected by 
the voters in the November election. 
That it does constitute such a#step will 
probably continue to be the opinion 
generally‘prevailing among both the 
proponents and the opponents of the 
Wibon policies.

HEAVY INHERITANCE AND 
LAND TAX PROPOSED 


Washington, Jnue 4.— Four bills 
imposing a land tax, and a heavy 
inheritance tax, 
and 
eliminating 
most of the present taxes were in­ 
troduced in the house yesterday by 
Representative Keller of Minnesota. 
The bills are sponsored by the com­ 
mittee on manufacturers aud mer­ 
chants on federal taxation and by 
the farmers’ federal tax league. 
One of the four hills imposes a 
tax of I per cent on land values in 
excess of $10,000, after exempting 
buildings and improvements. 
The inheritance tax bill applies a 
tax of I per cent on estates of from 
$20,000 to $25,000; 2 per cent on 
estates from $35,000 to $50,000; 4 
per cent on estates from $50,000 to 
$150,000; 6'per cent on estates from 
$150,000 to $250,000, and graduated 
taxes on larger estates on ail in­ 
i'creasing scale until the point of 
IOO million dollars is reached, after 
which the tax is 90 per cent. 
One of the four bills repeals all 
existing transportation 
and sales 
taxes except those on tobacco, dis­ 
tilled spirits, oleomargarine, habit 
forming narcotics and products of 
child labor. 
The bill also repeals 
the excess profits tax and the IO 
per cent tax on the incomes of cor­ 
porations. 
Another bill amends the income 
tax law' so as 
to 
distinguish be­ 
tween “earned” and “unearned” in­ 
come. 
The tax on “unearned” to­ 
gether with the super taxes, is re­ 
tained. but the tax on “earned” in­ 
comes is cut in two.

Miss Barton was fatally wound­ 
ed as she sat in a motor car with 
her fiance, Howard Winter, on a 
country road south of Kansas City 
one moonlight night last fall. Win­ 
ter, who was wounded, said three 
men in a motor car drove up. one 
got out and fired the shot that kill­

Barton.

Agen Long and the facts therein 
presented are based upon his 
ex­ 
periences and observations in dairy 
work in this county, supplemented 
by the experiences of well known 
and recognized official and nonof­ 
ficial authorities throughout 
the 
country. 
It is Mr. Long’s conclusion 
that 
dairying is the most profitable 
of 
all farm operations. 
Basing 
his 
conclusions on the actual records 
made by the “Cowr Testing associa­ 
tion,” he finds that each cow made 
an annual return above worth ot 
feed of $96 on an average and that 
the average return from the sale of 
calves from these cows wrere $15. 
Allowing each cow to 
be

$100, and counting average depre­ 
ciation at 8 per cent, the net

turn on investment wras 7 per cent.

“It takes on an average 80 hours 
per year to care for a cow.
